The Notice of Allowability (mailed August 1 1 , 2005) CORRECTED DRAWINGS box 

was checked, although no Form PTO-948 was attached to the Notice.

In comparing these drawings with the originals, the Examiner will note that there are no 
substantive changes in the drawing content, however, these drawings are more legible and meet 
the formal requirements of the Office. The differences between the set of drawings that are 
presently in the case and the new set are illustrated in red on a marked-up copy of each current 
15 page. Each such page is identified as an "Annotated Sheet" per 37 C.F.R. § 1 .1 21(d)(1), 
To the extent needed, entry of each "Replacement Sheet" is respectfully request to 
improve the readability and legibility of the drawings. 0&

If appropriate or necessary, the Office also is requested to treat this request to amend the 
20 drawings as an amendment under 37 CFR 1.312.
